To implement, along general lines, the plan submitted by |H 



a. To reorganize Rumanian refugees into a loo^Ty constructed 
group under King Michael along the lines set forth in Reference 

b. above. This Rumanian Council, under the leadership of the 
King will act as a vehicle forj the launching of propaganda 
efforts, the screening and selection of. agent personnel, and, 
the overt handling of Rumanian refugee problems. 

b. To recruit, train and infiltrate 50 agents within the next 
six months. Training will be arranged in a covert holding 
area in the United States zone of Germany. In the event that 
satisfactory working arrangments with Tito are not possible, 

it i* proposed that these agents be then infiltrated and supplied 
by air from a base to be established in Greece. EE-1 has initiated 
procurment of airdraft, and is presently recruiting additional 
covertfl Trews, which will be available for this project. 

It is proposed th«t th^ueams organize strongholds in the 
Apuseni and Bihor Mountains and^after establishing bases in 
these areas extend opera t ions j4*o the South and East. Their 
main purpose will be exploratory and they will attempt to 
contact and organize existing guerrilla groups in these areas. 

c. To establish a black radio station within Greece for the 
purpose of beaming propaganda material into Rumania. This 
station will operate under the guisfc ofoancnBderground radia^ 
broadcasting from within Rumania, and will employ such methods 
as "ghosting" Radio Bucharest as well as scheduled newscasts 
and commentaries. 

d. To select and train 500 agents in a suitable holding areas., 

such as that proposed in the Plan, para 2, page 3> 

in Saudi Arabia or North Africa. The selection and establish- 
ment of such an area is presently under consideration and will 
be treated as a separate project as it/^applies to the training 
of nationals from other satellites.

This office has also employed two Covert Consultants who are 
available on a part time basis. 

A mission to King Michael of Rumania was dispatched 26 
February# This mission was successful in obtaining the King’s 
support for covert actions in Rumania. The King is expected 
to arrive in the United States approximately 14 March to unify 
the factions of Rumanian Refugees into a single grouping, and, 
to discuss with representatives of this agency the planning 
and launching of operations in Rumania.
